Emmons School has revised its junior high 
program this year with the addition of new 
courses and modified scheduling. The 
purpose for changing is to offer students a 
wider variety of courses during their peak 
learning years. 

Pre-a Igebra will be offered to seventh and 
eighth graders who have high ability in 
math. Algebra will be added next year for 
high level eighth graders. 

Sixth graders will participate in a study 
skills course three periods a week designed 
to improve; skills such as outlining, speed 
reading, research, notetaking, and critical 
thinking. 

Exploratory courses, which will expose 
students to a variety of interests and 
knowledge in an informal setting, will be 
of fered to cross grade groupings of alt junior 
high students.

Aviation magazine. Working in his basement 
and garage whenever he had a little free 
time, he finally finished in time for the 
Fourth of July weekend this year. - 

After completion, he and four friends 
assembled it in his yard for official in- 
spection, which was required before he could 
move it. After passing the inspection he and 
his friends de-assembled and took it to 
Kenosha Airport for final re-assembly. That 
is where it remains except when Hansen is 
flying - lately, almost every day. 

The annual Oshkosh International Air 
Show is the largest in the world, com- 
manding an annual attendance of over a 
million people from 64 countries. During the 
week-Jong extravaganza, Oshkosh Airport 
handles five times the air traffic that O'Hare 
International in Chicago, normally the 
world's busiest, handles in the same amount 
of time. 

With 457 home-built planes competing in 
two classes, custom-built and kit-built 
(Hansen's was custom-built), Hansen was 
praying for one of the six honorable men- 
tions. 

"Never in my wildest dreams did I expect 
to win the Grand Champion's medal," he 
said, "Normally three judges will take a look 
at each plane and if they are interested, call 
in others. Eleven judges looked at my plane 
and made the decision." 

When he is not flying, Hansen is part 
owner, with his brother and father, of 
Hansen's Custom Cabinets in Lake Villa. 
Although he traces his fascination with Hying 
back to his boyhood days when he made 
model airplanes, Hansen says he does not 
have the desire to be either a full-time pilot 
or flight instructor. 

"I just love to fly," hesays. 

Though the design he chose called for a 100- 
horsepower engine, Hansen got a great deal 
on a brand new 125- horsepower engine built 
for the war in 1943. It was never used and he 
got.it at half-price.

If the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency (IEPA), the Illinois Attorney 
General, and the Mc Henry County State's At- 
torney nave their way, Hillview Farms in 
Richmond may be ordered to halt its 
operations before the week is out. 

All three agencies have filed a' motion in 
the 19th Judicial Circuit calling for a tem- 
porary restraining order that would, tem- 
porarily at least, stop sludge operations at 
the farm in Richmond. 

Hillview Farms' owner Arnold May was 
scheduled to appear before Circuit Court 
Judge Michael Sullivan at the courthouse in 
Woodstock at 9a.m. on Wednesday, Aug. 13. 



• The motion to halt May's operations arose 
when John Raevuori of the IEPA and Pat 
McNulty of the McHenry County Dept. of 
Health filed affidavits that nearly 35,000 
gallons of waste sludge, had been illegally 
dumped in a depressed area of open field.at 
the farm. 

Hillview Farms has been twice denied 
renewal of. its permit to accept and inject 
sludge. The case is pending final appeal 
before the Illinois Pollution Control Board at 
a hearing set for Richmond High School on 
Aug. 28 and 29. The hearing will continue un- 
til 10 p.m. on Aug. 28 to allow for comments 
from residents who normally work during 
regularly scheduled hearing hours.

"Actually, it worked out very well," 
Hansen said, "I talked to others who had 
used this design and they said the 100- 
horsepower motor was a little light for this 
craft. It is a very docile, fun-flying plane." 

Hansen said that the open cockpit aspect of 
the plane must be experienced to be fully 
appreciated. > 

"Before building this, I flew Cessnas. 
There is just no comparison between the two. 
With this plane you're up there, alone, and 
the wind is flying all around you. It is an 
incredible experience," he said. 

As winter sets in, Hansen expects to get a 
lot of practice in slow flying. There is no way 
to cover the cockpit, so when the weather 
gets cold, he will just have to put on his 
snowmobile suit and cruise gently. 

"1 got up early one morning to fly and 



forgot to bring my jacket. It can get pretty 
cold up there. Normal cruise speed for the 
craft is 95 miles per hour, but I can keep it 
airborne at 45. 1 will probably do a lot of that 
through the winter," he laughed.

Hansen didn't get his wife to go up with 
him until after the air show. 
' "She was nervous about the open cockpit, 
but she said she would try it once and see if 
she liked it. I was careful to bank gently and 
give her a smooth ride. She loved it. We'll be 
-going up together more of ten now . " 

Asked if. he had plans for building any 
more award-winning planes, Hansen 
laughed, saying, "I consider it a major ac- 
complishment that I built this and kept my 
marriage together while 'doing it. I don't 
think my wife would let me start on another 
j>ne."

Illinois Bell and Ihe Com- 
munications Workers of 
America (CWA) have until 
Sept. 12 to ratify a new con- 
tract with Illinois Bell. 

On Aug. 10, workers 
reached a tentative 
agreement on a new three- 
year contract which includes 
a modified profit-sharing 
plan called "Success 
Sharing" and an immediate 
2.5 percent wage increase, 
including a 1400 ratification 
bonus. 

The agreement calls for 
minimum wage increases of 
2 percent in the second and 
third years of the contract. A 
cost of living adjustment 
would be applied for in- 
creases of up to 5.5 percent 
that may take place in the 



consumer price index. 

The agreement averts a 
strike that would have af- 
fected 2,300 Illinois Bell em- 
ployees. Approximately 
1,900 arc directory assistan- 
ce operators and clerical 
workers. The CWA also 
represents some 400 union 
eligible employees from all 
departments in the com- 
pany's Southwest district 
which includes East St. 
Louis, Belleville and Granite 
City. 

'This agreement will 
bring Illinois Bell and its em- 
ployees through the next 
three years with solid wages 
and benefits as well as the 
strength to compete in 
today's marketplace," said 
Paul Downing, Illinois Bell 



vice president-Human 
Resources. 

"I think both management 
and the union leadership can 
be proud of this ac- 
complishment." 

"This agreement 
recognizes the unique nature 
of the jobs many CWA- 
represented employees per- 
form and, at the same time, 
is similar to the contract we 
already have with the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers 
(IBEW)." 

The Success Sharing in- 
centive plan parallels one 
negotiated in June with the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, the first 
of its kind in the telecom- 
munications industry. It

advise them, of course, that 
if they and the county could 
not agree and the county 
decided to settle, then 
Grayslake would have to 
pursue the legal battle on 
their own," Foreman said.

The sources who oppose 
this agreement, though, 
maintain that from their per- 
spective, Foreman appeared 
to be doing much more than 
simply explaining options: 
he . appeared to them to 
vigorously support the set- 
tlement option. 

Foreman said, though, 
that for five years his office 
has stood by all the defen- 
dants in the case and that, if 
the county board decides to 
go ahead and fight, his office 
will continue. 



He added that he has never 
threatened anyone for 
leaking details of the 
proposed agreement, noting ' 
that quotes attributed to him 
in the News-Sun were wrong.

Lottery watching, as far as we're con- 
cerned, is more fun than lottery playing. It's 
fascinating to consider that in the 12 years of 
its existance, the Illinois Lottery has grossed 
more than $4 billion and grown to be the four- 
th-largest revenue producer in state govern- 
ment. Plunking down some hard-earned 
green every day or several times a week for 
a lottery ticket, however, strikes us as being 
about as exciting as going to a professional 
volleyball game. 

It's difficult to imagine that each of our 
neighbors in Lake County forked over $105.86 
last year for lottery fun, but that's the per 



capita figure for $46,576,207 in lottery tickets 
purchased in Lake County in 1965. That kind 
of lottery interest put Lake County in a solid 
secondplace behind Chicago for the 
metropolitan area, but the figure is 
misleading because of all the Wisconsin 
residents who purchase lottery tickets 
hereabouts. That explains all the yellow 
license plates around here. 

Even being aware that lottery profits get 
steered into the Illinois Common School 
Fund doesn't arouse our interest in taking a 
chance on becoming a millionaire. Main St. 
is enjoyable the way it is— without trying to 
cum it into Easy St. with a lottery chance. 



A Gratifying Business 



Sometimes, the newspaper business can be 
very gratifying. 

When we in the press do our job right, 
people can make informed decisions as to 
what is in their best interests. In the last" 
three weeks, Lakeland Newspapers has had 
an effect on the nature of public discussion in 
this county. 

Three weeks ago, Warren Twp. High 
School had lost $375,000 in emergency 
relocation aid through a veto by the gover- 
nor. Officials were dismayed, but saw little # 
chance of getting the money restored. Then, 
in an exclusive interview with Lakeland 
Newspapers, Governor Thompson said that 
he would tend the good services of his office ■ 
to help Warren get the funding from another 
source. 

That interview led Warren officials to 
contact the governor's office and now they 
are working with hopes of getting the money 
after all. 

Last week, we revealed details of a 
proposed settlement agreement between the 
county and developers of the Heartland 
property in central Lake County. Opponents 
of the agreement said that it was tantamount 
to giving the store away. They blamed Lake 
County Board Chairman Jim LaBelle and 
State's Atty. Fred Foreman for pushing the 
agreement. 

This week, Foreman has vigorously 
asserted that he is either the victim of a 
misunderstanding or that the charges 
against him were politically motivated. He 
has clearly and publicly voiced his opposition 
to another landfill going in near the ARF site. 
While his critics concede that he may have 
intended to fight the landfill during the 
hearing process, they also say that Foreman 
has toned down his support for the' set- 
tlement.

Q: I know I have a bad habit of tucking my head at address 
but I just can't seem to get the feel of a better position. Any 
suggestions? 

A: With your head bent as you describe, I suspect that you 
may also be standing too near or crowding the ball. As I'm 
sure you realize, from this positin you are not getting a full 
turn with your leading shoulder. First of all I want you to. 
move back from the ball at address. This alone will bring 
your head up slightly. Now look up toward a distant tree top 
and with your head in this position simply look down at the 
ball by moving only your eyes. Or you might want to imagine 
wearing glasses and looking at the ball through the very 
bottom portion of the lens. Either way your head will be at 
the proper angle to start your backswing.

Habitual Child Sex OHender* (SI 2393} 
creates ih* Habitual Child Sex Offender 
Registration Act. Anyone convicted two or 
more line* ol simple or aggravated 
criminal - sexual assault or simple .or 
aggravated criminal sexual abut* it 
required to r*g titer with local law *n« 
lorc.ment autSorilieffor o period of 10 
years after parole, dWchorg* or release 
from priton. Failure to register would be 



punishable by a 11,000 fine and a prison 
term of up to one year. 

Sexual crime* (SB 3393) extends .the 
statute of limitation* on the prosecution of 
prevtoutty unknown texuol crime* against 
children far at long ot o year after the 
crime It discovered by on attorney, until 
the vktlm turn* 31.

IDUCATION

Individuals engaged in the sale and service 
of life insurance have long identified them- 
selves and have been recognized by the 
public by many different professional 
titles— with "agent" probably being the most 
popular. 

Increasingly, however, the term "life un- 
derwriter" is used by and applied to such 
professionals. And for good reason: they are 
engaged in underwriting the financial lives 
of those they serve. - 

As part of this endeavor, more and more 
"Life underwriters" are engaged in the sale 
and service of property/casualty coverages. 
And, since a homeowners/renters policy is 
economically essential and so often pur- 
chased, the (Any town) Association of Life 
Underwriters shares the following practical 
advice complied by a companion 
organization— the Professional Insurance 
Agents Association: 
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If you are a typical American consumer, 
one of the biggest investments you probably 
will make in your lifetime is the purchase of 
a home. As a homeowner, you can purchase 
a comprehensive package of insurance, 
known as "the homeowners policy" which 
protects your investment from unforeseen 
perils like fire, theft and legal suits. 

But if your home or apartment were 
destroyed by fire today, would you know how 
much your insurance company would be 
obligated to pay you? Or if your mailman 
slipped on your front steps and fractured a 
leg, are you protected against a lawsuit? 

These questions and others can be an- 
swered with a review of your policy— its 
coverages, amounts and limitations. 

The first coverage in your homeowners 
policy insures your house-or "dwelling" as 
it is referred to in your policy— against 
specified perils such as fire, wind damage, 
lightning, etc. In addition to your living quar- 
ters, it also covers any attached structures 
such as garage or porch. 

Other structures, called "appurtenant" 
structures on your property can include a 
detached garage, guest house or permanent 
tool shed. Any buUding on your property used 
for commercial purposes or any other 
dwelling you own which is rented or leased is 
not automatically covered under your 
homeo wn er s policy and should be discussed 
with your agent to make sure you are fully 
covered. 

If you rent, you obviously do not need in- 
surance coverage on your apartment 
building or other appurtenant structures, but 
you should have the remaining coverages in 
a standard homeowners policy, which are ex- 
plained below. 

The contents of your house or apartment 
and your personal belongings are covered 
against loss or damage under the personal 
property section of your homeowner's policy. 
This coverage also applies if a loss of proper- 
ty occurs away from home with certain 
limitations. For example, if you're on 
vacation and your hotel room is burglarized 
and your possessions are taken. 

To assure a quick and fair settlement, in 
the event of a Ion of personal property, 
make an inventory list of your household con- 
tents, with date of purchase, and price paid 
of each item. It's also a good idea to take 
photographs of your belongins and store 
them and the list in a fireproof box or in a 
safe place away from your borne. If your 
property were destroyed and you were 
required to file a complete inventory list 
from memory, could you recall every item 
you own? 

If your home or apartment is damaged to 
the extent that you have to live in a hotel or 
motel, the additional living expenses section 
of your policy will provide reimbursement 
for necessary living expenses up to a 
specified limit that you wouldn't routinely in- 
cur. This also includes the cost of eating in 
restaurants if, for example, your kitchen was 
damaged by fire. 

The personal liability coverage of your 
policy protects you against lawsuits for 
bodily injury and property damage for which 
you could be held legally liable. The 
mailman who slips on your front steps could 
collect under this section, if you were found 
liable. In the event of a lawsuit, the in- 
surance company would pay all legal costs of 
defending you and any damages awarded up 
to your policy's limit. This coverage also 
provides protection away from home. If 
you're on the golf course and accidentally 
slice a drive into someone's head, your per- 
sonal liability coverage would protect you. 
If a visitor sustains a minor accidental in- 



jury for which you are responsible, you may 
feel a moral obligation to pay his medical ex- 
penses. Such expenses are covered under the 
medical payments section of your 
homeowners policy. Payment is made 
without concern for legal liability and is 
usually limited to $500 per person, but the 
limit can sometimes be increased. 

The last of the coverages, property 
damage, covers minor damage that you or a 
member of your family might accidentally 
cause to another's person's property. A good 
example would be if your youngster's 
baseball were to break the neighbor's win- 
dow. The insurance company will pay, regar- 
dless of fault, up to the specified limits, 
usually $250 per accident. 

All coverages have maximum dollar 
figures that your insurance company will 
pay per loss. 

The value of your house must be deter- 
mined before you can select the amount of 
coverage to place on it. Although it is advised 
that the amount of coverage on your dwelling 
equal its full replacement value, you can 
select an amount less than 100 percent. 
However, many companies will not insure 
your home for less than BO percent of 
replacement value. • 

The amount of coverage you select on your 
dwelling determines the coverage amounts 
automatically assigned to your other struc- 
tures, personal property and additional 
living expenses. The limits of coverages are 
usually established as follows: other struc- 
tures equals 10 percent of dwelling coverage; 
personal property equals 50 percent of the 
dwelling coverage; and additional living ex- 
penses equals 20 percent of the dwelling 
coverage. 

You can select the amount of personal 
liability coverage you feel will adquatealy 
protect you. A minimum of $100,000 is ad- 
vised. 

Certain valuable personal belongings, such 
as antiques, money, stamps, jewelry, silver 
and furs, usually have separate limitations 
stated in your policy. If their value exceeds 
the limit, you can ,have a floater en- 
dorsement attached to your policy to cover 
items at their full replacement value. The 
added cost for a floater is minimal in most 
cases. Valuable items should be appraised 
every three years to assure they are 
coveredd at their true value. 

The same principle should be applied to the 
amount of coverage carried on your house. If 
the dwelling is seven years old, there.'s a 
good chance you may be underinsured 
because of rising real estate values and in- 
flation. Every year your house is worth more 
and it would take more dollars to replace it if 
it were destroyed. In many states, an in- 
flation guard endorsement is available to 
periodically increase the dwelling and other 
property coverages to offset inflation. 

To keep the cost of your homeowners in- 
surance down, you may want to include a 
deductible clause in your policy. By agreeing 
to pay for the small losses (usually $100 or 
less), you can save up to 20 percent of your 
premium. Many companies now offer a $250 
or higher deductible, providing even greater 
savings on the cost of the policy. Before you 
decide on the amount of deductible, check 
the difference in the premium between the 
$100 and the higher deductible. The dif- 
ference may not justify taking on the higher 
risk of the higher deductible. 

The homeowners policy is one of the least 
expensive types of insurance offered to the 
American consumer, yet it provides a high 
degree of protection from a wide range of 
perils that could potentially cause financial 
ruin.

In recent years, many reasons for owning 
life insurance have been added to the 
traditional list, but the basic purpose of 
"financial protection" still tops them all. 

A survey made by the American Council of 
Life Insurance on life insurance ownership 
asked those interviewed what they regarded 
as the chief reason for owning such 
protection. The "financial protection" 
reason was given by 75 percent. 

Next in importance was the use of life 
insurance to pay burial expenses.

other ways: collateral for a student loan and 
borrowed cash values. Even some "family 
income" policies become cduational plans 
indirectly, by giving the family a base in- 
come which permits the youngster to con- 
tinue with his studies financed by other 
sources. 

Mortgage protection has become an in- 
creasingly important reason for life in- 
surance purchase in recent years, as home 
ownership has widened and the long-term 
amortizing mortgage has increased in 
popularity. Many families now own policies 
for the specific purpose of paying off the 
mortgage in the event of the death of the 
home owner. This prevents what might 
become an excessive burden to the family 
endeavoring to maintain the mortgage 
payments. 

Retirement planning is another reason 
that has widened in recent years. Many 
families now have policies which give 
protection during the years prior to retir- 



ment and then a monthly income for life 
thereafter. 

Also, many families are using the cash 
values. In family protection policies after the 
need for this protection has passed, to 
provide retirement income, having had this 
secondary use in mind when they purchased 
the insurance. 

With the growth in family income and 
family wealth, there has been an increased 
use of life insurance to insure against the 
shrinkage of the family wealth following the 
death, of a family breadwinner. This is 
sometimes geared specifically to estate and 
inheritance tax payment and is sometimes 
broader, providing for all expenses involved 
in handling an estate. 

Bequest insurance has also grown In the' 
past generation or two and many people own 
policies to provide payment of funds to some 
charitable, welfare or educational in- 
stitution. In some localities, campaigns have 
been put on for such insurance to finance a 
large part of some community development, 
such as a new hospital.

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Personal financial planning is 
portant than ever before, given the many 
choices that Americans now have for 
managing their money. With these choices 
come greater opportunities on the one hand 
and greater risk and complexity on the other.

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How To Choose The 
Right Life Insurance 
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The primary purpose of life insurance is to 
1 provide financial security for your depen- 
dents. If you arc a working wife with young 
children, life insurance could pay for child 
care and maintain your family's standard of 
Jiving in the event of your death. If you arc a 
homemaker, life insurance could pay for all 
the domestic services that you now provide 
for your family, .services that would cost 
about 19,000 to $10,000 a year.. .or $144,000 to 
$160,000 without any increase in salary, for 
the 16 years in which children may need live- 
in care. If you are a wife in a childless 
couple, life insurance can help your husband 
pay some debts he might otherwise be hard- 
pressed to pay. If, you've been pooling your 
salaries to buy a condominium, for example, - 
life insurance on each of you could help the 
survivor keep the property. If you are single, 
life insurance can help your parents, if they 
survive you and rely on you for support, or 
provide a retirement fund for yourself. Life 
insurance comes in several forms: 
Whole Life . Insurance offers life-long 
protection at a fixed premium that is based 
on your age at the time of purchase. It in- 
cludes cash value, growing over the life of 
the policy, which you can borrow against 
white keeping the policy in force or take out if 
you cancel the policy. If you no longer need 
life insurance protection when you reach 
retirement age, for example, you can use the 
cash value, if it is of sufficient size, to buy an 
annuity "which will provfde monthly 
payments for as long as you live. Or, if you 
'want tokeepsome life insurance at that point 
without paying any more premiums, you can 
use the cash value to obtain term insurance 
for the same face value for a certain period 
of time. Or, if you like, you can convert your 
policy into a paid-up policy in a smaller 
amount, owe no more premiums and still 
have the cash value available to you. Whole 
life insurance is a very versatile element in 

your financial planning, but don't buy it 

unless you plan to keep it in force; it can be 
very expensive if you allow it to lapse in the 
first several years. 

Term life Insurance provides pure life in- 
surance protection (there is no cash value) 
for a specified period of time. A policy may 
be obtained for one, five, or ten years or 



longer. If the policy is "renewable," you may 
then extend it for another term; if it is 
"convertible," you may convert it to whole 
life insurance without a medical 
examination. Premiums on term insurance 
arc also based on age. They do not remain 
fixed, however, but go up, along with your 
age, each tme the policy is renewed. While 
term insurance can become relatively ex- 
pensive for, older people, it offers younger 
people the most life insurance protection at 
the lowest dollar outlay. Decreasing term 
insurance keeps the premium the same each 
year for the specified period, even as you 
age, while the face amount of the policy 
declines. It is often purchased to* cover a 
specific financial need which decreases over 
time, such as paying off a mortgage in the 
event of a wage-earner's death, or insuring a 
homemakcr's life during the lime 
diminishing period when children are 
dependent. 

In recent years, new types of policies have 
been added which provide insurance 
protection as well as offer yields that reflect 
current interest rates. 

Universal Life Insurance is designed to 
permit a policyholder to pay premiums at 
any time, in virtually any amount, subject to 
certain minimums. the policyholder can also 
change the amount of insurance (death 
benefit) more easily than under traditional 
policies. The amount the cash value in- 
creases each year reflects the interest 
earned on the company's short-term in- 
vestments. Because it is so ' flexible, 
universal life insurance can be used to meet 
your changing lifelong needs. 
Variable Life Insurance allows cash values 
to fluctuate according to the yields earned by 
a separate fund which can be either an 
equity, money market or long-term bond 
fund. There is a minimum guaranteed death 
benefit, but it can go higher, depending on 
. the earnings of the dollars invested in the 
separate fund. 

Adjustable Life Insurance permits you to 
change the policy as your needs change, by 
increasing or decreasing' your premium 
payments,, by lengthening or shortening the 
period of coverage, or by shifting the type of 
coverage. 



HomeOwners Insurance 
Protects The Family 



Life insurance is being used by millions of 
home owners today to back up their home 
financing and guarantee repayment of home 
loans in the event of death. 

The exact number of such home loan 
guaranty policies is not available, as they 
are written under a number of plans and are 
not specifically tallied as such. They are 
made a definite part of the planning ami 
programming of life insurance agents, 
however, and are used in a large part of 
those cases where policyholders have 
mortgages or home loans outstanding. 

A great many of these loans are 
automatically covered by life insurance 
when taken out This is true of many loans 
today. In such cases, the banks insure all 
borrowers for the outstanding balance of the 
loan at time of death, whatever that may be. 

Many people assign specific policies to 
cover either the mortgage balance or, in the 
case of improvement loans, the loan balance 
outstanding at time of death. Some of the 



policies written for this purpose are reducing 
term policies which decrease in size as the 
loan is reduced, terminating when the loan is 
paid off. Others are regular, lifetime policies 
which are designated for this particular 
purpose for the duration of the loan and then 
used for other family protection needs later. 

The purpose of the mortgage or loan life 
insurance is to enable the property owner to 
attain his full home ownership objective in 
spite of. death. That is, the property will be 

left to his family unencumbered. Often a 
family can take on a home project, either the 
ownership itself or some improvement as 
long as the income producer's resources are 

available to maintain the carrying charges. 
But those carrying charges may be far too 
much of a burden for his family, after his 
death. By leaving the home, free and clear, 

for his family, the policyholder has made a 
basic contribution to sound family financial 
planning.

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Life Insurance Can Offer Many Tax Benefits 



One of the distinctive and valuable aspects 
of life insurance is that death benefits are 
usually received income tax-free by 
beneficiaries. This is true for term or per- 
manent, individually-owned or employer 
provided life insurance. 

However, there are other, perhaps lesser- 
known tax rules applicable to life insurance 
that might well be considered in deciding 
how much and what kind of life insurance to 
acquire. 

For example, tax laws allow employers to 
pay for up to $50,000 worth of income tax free 
life insurance for their employees. Em- 
ployer-p urchased life in surance in excess of 
$50,000 constitutes taxable income to em- 
ployees. 

So, what happens if a person wants more 
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coverage than the employer provides, or 
wants to own it him or herself to protect 
against losing coverage if he or she changes 
jobs? 

Such a person can buy permanent or term 
life Insurance. 

Generally, term insurance is priced ac- 
cording to its amount and the prospect's age 
and health. Its premium, paid with after-tax 
dollars, usually rises each year as the 
policyholder ages, and is often available In 
postretiremen t years. 

The cost of permanent insurance also 
reflects amount, age and health, and also the 
fact that pay -off is guaranteed, either in 
surrender, retirement or death benefits. 

Permanent insurance is also bought with 
after-tax dollars, but its premium structure 

Extra Risk 
Policies Are 
Available 

Several developments have contributed to 
the high rate of applicants' acceptability. 
"Extra-risk" policies, with higher premiums 
to compensate for poor health or hazardous 
occupations, have made life insurance 
available to many who could not otherwise 
obtain it. And advances in medicine, job 
safety and public health have led to more 
liberal underwriting of policies, enabling 
many persons to buy insurance at standard 
rates who would formerly have had to pay a 
higher premium because of their health or 
occupation. 

Changes in underwriting policy are sup- 
ported by considerable research into the ef- 
fects of various health and occupational 
hazards on life expectancy and mortality. 
One such study involving millions of 
policyholders, dealt with the in- 
terrelationship of body build, weight, blood 
pressure and longevity, and led to the 
establishment of new national health stan- 
dards.
